which signifies assembly or con- 
gregatiorn; hence churches for the 
worship of the true Gcd apose 
at Jerusalem, Samaria, Antioch, 
and in every country through- 
out the widely cxtended Roman 
empire by the ‘preaching of the 


apostles and their companions.— 


These churches were (as far as 
human prudence could discrimi- 
nate) inaccessible to the wicked, 
and entirely separate from the 
worldt—They also. were entirely 
independent of each other, as far 
as it respected government or ec 
clesiastical jurisdiction. 

The qualifications for member- 
ship in these churches appears 
to have been repentance of sins, 
and faith an the Lord Jesus 
Chfist, and after: being soiemnly 
baptized, were by free and velun- 
tary consent, admitted into the as- 
sembly of the saints. aT, 

But as no society, civil or rely - 
gious, can subsist without officers 
and ‘government; we ‘shall here 
enquire, first into the officers, and 
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secondly, into the discipline and 
governmerit of those primitive 
churches—but think it hecersary, 
in this place, to take neétice of a 
muschievous crvor which it ap- 
pears several great and Wise men 
Jiave fallen ints, I shall give you 
the words of Doctor’ Mositerm, 
Cont. Ist, parti, chap. 11, sec. v. 

“Neither Christ himself, nor 
his holy apostles, have command- 
ed any thing clearly or expressly 
concerning the external form of 
the church, and the precise ine- 
thod according to which it should 
be governed. From this we may 
infer, that the regulation of this 
was, in some measure, to bé ac-

The officers of the primitive 
churches were of but two orders, 
nanely Elders, | Presbyteroi| or 
as the same men are often called 
Bishops { £piscopoi |and Deacons, 
the first Were to preach the word 
and administer the ordinances, and 
the second were to attend to the 
secular concerns of the church; 
but both orders were governed by 
the church, and acted under her 
direction: ' But as the scripture 
seems te point out some rule and 
government to be exercised by 
these officers, it may be well to 
consider, what this rule or autho- 
rity was; and this appears from 
scripture and reason, to be no 
other than the rule, and autho:« 
rity of love and duty to God and 
for what’ other authority 
could the Elder or Bishop of a 
christian assembly have in a coun 
try where the laws were against 
their relicion, and the heathen 
magistrates active and zealous in 
finding out and punishing the 
christians. : Gt 

‘The government of these pri- 
mitive churches was (to use a po- 
litical term) purely democratical, 
that is, the whole government of 
the church was lodged im the body 
collective, consisting of the apos- 
tles, elders and deacons’”—the 
people were undoubtly the first in 
authority, for the apostles shewed 

xample, that no- 
thing of moment was to be carried 
on or determined, without the con- 
sent of the’ church, it was there- 
fore the church by her sufferace, 


received their own members,¢-— 
they settled all such disputes or 
controversics as arose among 
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+ Rom. xiv l—xvi 1, 
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themsclyes*——they excluded from 
fellowship in the ghurch, such 
members as acted disorderly or 
immorally ; and restored to fellow- 
ship the penitent backslidert—in 
fine, they had the sacred scrip- 
tures for their rule-book and dt- 

ectory, and decided such ques- 
tions as camic before them by the 
suffrage of the members presetit, 
as appears, in the case of the in- 
cestuous Corinthian; the pun- 
ishment or censure which was 
laid on him was inflicted of many 
[ufo ton fileionon| of the more, 
or major part, and plainly implies 
a decision by a majority. 

I shall conclude this letter with 
a few quotations from the learned 
ecclesiastical historian, Dr. Mo- 
sheim, which I think will cast a 
further light on the subject: 

‘“ Such was the constitution of 
the christian church in its infancy, 
when its assembles were neither 
numerous nor splendid. Three 
or four presbyters, men of re- 
markable piety and wisdom, ruled 
these small congregations in per- 
fect harmony, nor did they stand 
in need of any president or supe- 
rior to maintain concord and order 
where no dissentions were known 
But the number of the presbyters 
and deacons increasing with that 
of the churches, and the sacred 
work of the ministry growing 
more painful and weighty, by a 
number of additional duties, these 
new circumstances 
regulations. It was then judged 
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necessary, that one man of dis- 
tinguished gravity and wisdom

person was, at first, styled the an- 
gel,* or messenger of the church 
to which he belonged; but after- 
wards was distinguished by the 
name of Bishop or inspector; a 
word borrowed from the Greek 
language, and expressing the prin- 
cipal part of the episcopal func- 
tion, which was to inspect into, 
and superintend the affairs of the 
chirch. 

“ Tet none, however, confound 
the bishops of this primitive and 
golden period of the church with 
those of whom we read in the fol- 
lowing ages. For, though 
were both distinguished by the 
same name, yet they differed ex- 
tremely, and that in re- 
spects. <A bishop during the first 
and second century, was a person 
who had the care of one christian 
assembly, which at that time, was 
generally speaking, small enough 
to be contained ina private house. 
In this assembly, he acted not so 
much with the authority of a mas- 
ter,as with the zeal and diligence 
ofa faithful servant. He instruct- 
ed the people, performed the sere- 
ral parts of divine worship, attend- 
ed the sick, and inspected into the 
circumstances and supplies of the 
poor. He charged indeed, the 
presbyters with the performance 
of those duties and services, which
